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New or old Jail. Court Pinanoes, 
Turnpikes. 

The Court t>f Claims a month or six week's 
ago advertised for plans and specifications 
forn new jail for Frnnklin county. The 
Court met, a full bench being present, and 
after n strong fight by those against, and 
those in favor of a new jail, the Court adopted 
the new jail proposition, and immediately 
proceeded to examine plans submitted for 
the improvement. Six plans were presented 
each of them with a full statement by an 
architect. With one exception, all of them 
gave their opinion against expending anything 



upon the old jail.

the cheapest. Each of them 
the old jail, and had examined it carefully 
and had experience in prisons, some of them 
representing steel cage manufacturies, who 
did nothing but erect jails. 

After a careful and full hearing by the Cour 
they proceeded to adopt plans and specilica 
lions, and without a dissenting voice, either i 
committee or in Court, the plan of McDonnlc 
& Hros., of Louisville, was selected. Th 
Cour» had not examined the specifications t 
either, and previous to adjournment, a commi 
tee was selected to make such changes an 
alterations in these as they saw propel 
Alter the adjournment of the Court, a corn 
munication appeared in the Capital, of this 
city, signed by the C"unty Judge taking 
ground against a new jail and contending for 
that which every architect, save one, con- 
demned, and some of them positively relused 
to even make a plan for the improvement of 
the old jail. He first assailed the court for 
giving Hie committee authority to change 
anything, and stated that the plans adopted 
would cost the county more than $2$,ooo. It 
had its effect in doing one thing if none other 
Kids were opened on Monday last, and the

It will be seen from the above that his 
Honor is a poor judge of the cost of building 
.a jail. The highest bid being $17,700.00 
and the lowest being $12,967.00, a little more 
than half his stated price. 

All of the bids were rejected. Citizens 
of the. county were present, and some of them 
made speeches against the new jail on the 
ground that the County .was in such a poor 
financial condition as not to be able to bear 
the burden at r. resent, but that it was better 
to improve the ojd jail at a cost of $5,000 and 
at the end of ten years we could then build a 
new one if found necessary. 

In the meantime a motion was mnde 
(although the argument against the jail qi 
tion was made mainly on the ground of the 
financial condition of the county) to appi 
priate $1,001 per mile to 2% miles of tut 
pike. It was amended 10 make it $1,250 
the mile. This did not produce a word about 
the financial condition of the county and 
was passed without any question being raised 
where the money was to come from. 1> 
made payable out of the levies of 1885. 

Then the Court adopted an order advertis- 
ing for plans nnd specifications for improving 
* the old jail, aud the 13th Ot June is the day 
to meet and determine this question. The 
advertising, and expenses of plans already 
adopted, and rejected, will amount to nearly 
$500 and there ii nothing to show for it. 
$36 each day is expended to the magistrates, 

To improve the old jail will save the walls; 
to erect a new jail will only add to it the 
expense of removing the stone, and placing 
them in a more suitable place, as well as giv- 
ing it an appearance different from what it 
now has. The steel caging in all of them 
will cost in proportion to the number of cells 
used whether placed in old or new jail. 

If the people of this county are to pay for a 
jail, let it be one that will answer for all time. 
If it is financially embarrassed let them drop 
all appropriations until the debt is paid and 
bar credit established and then build' a jail, 
and make turnpikes also. 

The Court could not do a 'better thing 
than employ some competent attorney to aid 
the present efficient County Attorney to draft 
a revenue law for this county, and thereby 
save thousands of dollars that is now lost. 
*To expend the money of the people is an 
easy matter, but to collect and take care of it 
is something that the judicial and magisterial 
power of this county have never been a sue- 
■ cess at. Money is collected annually for a 
Sinking Fund that is absorbed iu appropria- 
tions made for other purposes. Thus it is 
that the debt is not reduced, and will never 
be,. unless a Court is selected that will not 
appropiiate above their income. 

This county appropriates a larger sum to 
turnpikes than most any other county. ' Yet 
her turnpikes are narrow, shallow, and badly 
made. No management pertains to them 
and no attention is given to them, except at 
the time when officers are to be elected. 
This is caused by the officers having free 
travel over the roads and the appointment of 
gate keepers. No dividend; poor roads; poor 
officers; poor management. This is the re
